Home and Abroad. 


THK POPULISTS FJUOI. 


The Populists have nominated Presiden- 
tial electors and State tickets in every 
Slate in the Union, where State officers 
are to be elected. In no instance have they 
takea a name off tne ticket dominated, 
while Republicans and Democrats in 
inauy State-! hare taken 
down their 


tickets in favor of tho People's purty. 
In Arkansas, Alabama, Tannesee, Ken- 
tucky, Georgia, Florida, Louisiana, th» 
Carolines and Virginia the Republicans 
have indorsuti tlie Populist Kloctors. 
In 


Colorado, the two Dakota", Minnesota, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Oregon, Idaho nod 
Vyoming the Democrats have indorsed 
the People's Electors. 
In Nevada the 


Democratic State C'ouventijn held at 
Winuemucca, and subsequently a large 
majority of tae Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee declined to nominate 
Presidential Electors. 


In 
every instance in •which fusion has 


been eff-cted the Republicans or Demo- 
crats withdrew their oandidutes or mndo 
no nominations. To c!ay the People's 
party has much greater strength in many 
of the States than either of tho old 
parties. 
This is conceded to ba the case 


in Colorado, Kansas, Nebraska, Nevada 
and in one, if not both, of the Dakotas, 
Oregon, Alabama and South Carolina. 
In Quorgia at tho recent State election, 
the Populists pulled over 70,000 votes 
while the Republicans had 
less than 


3,000, and in the State election in Ala- 
bama thu Populists carried every couuty 
in the State in which the white voters 
O itnutubered the negroei. 


The People's party has corns to stay, 


and is certain to be the purty of the 
future as it knows no North, no South, 
no East, no West, 
It is quite probable 


that it will hold tho buUiu-o of power in 
the Electoral College, as well as in both 
Houses of the noxt Congress.' 


A FIGHT Foil ritUtCIPLK. 


The contest which is bring waged in 


Nevada to day is one of principle. The 
State is in a bad condition. 
Mining 


towns once populous and prosperous are 
deierted. 
Mines which guva employ- 


ment to hundreds of men hove suspended 
operation!) because 
in consequence of 


hostile legislation they cannot be worked 
without loss. 
The State instead of in- 


creasing in population, as it, naturally 
should, is being gradually depopulated 
because of the low price of its principle 
product. 
Taxation is increasing to meet 


the requirements of n government illy 
adapted to the present requirements and 
conditions of the State and it is abso- 
lutely necessary that the people should 
arouse, throw oft' tho yoke of party and 
act for the best interests of the common- 
wealth. 


Nearly all concur in the opinion that 


the restoration of silver to its old stand- 
ard would be of incalculable benefit to 
Nevada. That this relief 
will not be 


granted by the old parties only dema- 
gogues or ignoramuses deny. They are 
wedded to the gold idols aud, as has 
bei-u proved by the Administrations of 
Hayes, Arthur, Cleveland aud Harrison, 
will not remouetize silver. 
Tl.ia People's 


party ou the coniiary is pledged to free 
coinage nud that of al! principles in- 
rolved in thu present campaign, most 
concerns the State. 
In advocacy of that 


principle many, in (act a large majority, 
of tbe best citizuns of Nevada, are to-day 
aligned iu the Silver p.irty. Their chosen 
leaders are Stewart, Newlanda, Wren, 
Bonnitield aud Powniug, each aud all of 
whom are battling for the' prosperity of 
the State. They are lighting for princi- 
ples, not against individuals, and they 
should, aud will have the united support 
of every person who places State pros- 
perity above party success.

Baffalanlam 


Club. 


KKW YOBK, October 26.—The reception 


at tbe Imperial hotel to-uight given to ex- 
President Cleveland by the BnffalonUn'a 
Cleveland Club was attended by about two 
hundred persons, consisting of members 
of tbe olab and a few invited guests. Cleve- 
land's arrival was tbe occasion of applause, 
and all loose present remained standing 
nntil the speeches of the evening, which 
lasted almost an boor, were over.

SAN FEANCIBCO. Ootobor 26.—The crew 


of the ship Joseph F. Spinuoy, from New 
Y. rk for this poit with a oar^o of general 
merchandise consigned to Sntton & Boebe, 
arrived tLis afternoon and reported thatibe 
vessel struck a sunken rook io tbe vicinity 
of Fort Boss, about 75 miles from San 
Francitico, lute yesterday afternoon aud 
rapidly filled with water. Sbe was deserted 
by ihe ouptain and crew and now lies in 
about 40 fathoms ol water. 
When the ves- 


sel struck she did so with socb foroo aa to 
punch an enormous hole in her bnll for- 
ward, and before the captain and orew re- 
alized the extent of the damage the ship 
was fast settling. Tbe pumps could not be 
worked fast enough to lower tbe volnme 
of water in tbe bold and although an at- 
tempt to keep the vessel afloat was kept up 
for hours, it was finally decided to be use- 
less and the boats were ordered lowered.

possible and deposited them in boats and 
deserted the vessel. Tbe fish tag Farragu! 
on her way to this city horn Point Reyo-, 
picked them up atad brought them to this 
city. Tbe vessel was bu\lt at Thomiston, 
Maine, in 1871, and was valued at $65,000. 
She was owned by Joseph Spinuoy of 
York and will be a total loss.
